Poincare Tells of German Propaganda 

: to Regain Alsace Lorraine 

The keynote of Premier Poincare’s 
first public speech since ,the close of 
the Genoa Conference was distrust of 
Germany and the resolve.of France to 
obtain war reparation. The occasion 
was the Congress of French National 
Veterans’ Association at which repre- 
sentatives of the British and other 
veterah associations were present. 

M. Poincare .denounced what he 
termed the insidious plotting of Pan 
German propaganda at home and 
abroad, notably in America, to separ- 
ate Alsace Lorraine from France. ; 

M. Poincare declared. that the 
peace which had come from the vic- 
tory they won must neither be” ‘dis- 
turbed nor turned little by little 
against the victors. In ‘conclusion, 
he said: 

“Germany, the yanablabea, promis- 
ed to repair the evil she had wrought 
to us.” “You, who are the witnesses 
of the ravages her arms left behind, 
will not Buffer that promise to be 
ignored.”

irek Bar With Perforation Through'| 
Centre Stronger Than a Solid) — 
Bek ss as 
‘It seems impossible that an iron bar 
with a hole through the centre should 
be strohger than™a solid’ bar of the 
same diameter, but this has actually 
been proved to be the case. A Brit- 
ish firm has developed a very: ingeni- 
ous process of making what it calls 
a hollow cored bar with this increase 
‘of strength. The hollow core.is re&l- 
ly a small hole which: extends from 
end to end of the bar. Obviously it 
would be.a very costly business to 
bore a hole through the bar, and in 
consequence this firm has developed 
a clever Way of, making the-bar hol- 
low without. drilling. /The mass of 
metal from which the bar is drawn is 
drilled ‘in the first case, and the hole 
ig packed tight with a special com- 
position. The ends of the hole are 
subsequently sealed by a patented 
process of welding. When the piece. 
of metal is rolled in the mill into a 
long bar the packing stretches” with 
the metal and preserves the ‘contin- 
uity ‘of the hole. One. of the most 
important applications of: this hotlow 
cored bar is for mining drills where 
the hole is used for a current of air or. 
a jet. of water to cool the cutting 
edge. Where water is used it con- 
verts the dust made by the tool-into 
slush before it can. rise and be 
breathed by the miner. Thanks to 
this ifivention it is probably that the 
liability of miners to. tuberculous 
trouble will be greatly minimized. 
Hollow cored bars are also. being-used. 
for a great variety of purposes in mo- 
tor car construction and elsewhere.

= oe The Canadien: Budget 


During the Great War and in “the w wears since)-men dedponsible for the 
administration of national finantes the world over have been confronted with 
great difficulty in balancing their annual budgets. They have Kad to over- 
come abstacles of all kinds. | War expenditures had resulied in’ piling up 
national debts to unprecedented heights, the interest charges on which alone 
called for enormous sums annually. Pensions, care of disabled soldiers, re- 
establishment of soldiers, call for further large sums each year... During the 
war years ordinary expenditures on capital accotint were discontinued, and 
with the close of the war many services were found to have deteriorated and 
called for large sums of money to make good the previous yéars’ septoresd 
neglect: 

Larger revenues had, therefofe,-to-be-obtained-and-there was only one, 
way to get the money—by increasing taxation. But taxation had to be im- 
posed in such a way as to interefere-as-little as possible with business diring 
the difficult period of re-adjustment from a war to a peace basis when the 
whole world was engaged in the task of reconstruction, when hundreds of 
thousands of. people were ruined, and with unemployment of millions. of men 
and women. Governments only exist by will of the people, and it always 
has to be recognized that there is a limit which any ‘people will stand in the 
matter of taxation, 

The. problem facing finance ministers has been to raise the larger rev- 
enues needed without at the same time doing irreparable injury to the bust- 
ness interests of the country and thereby, in the final analysis, creating an 
even worse and more difficulty situation. 

British Chancellors of the Exchequer went further than those of other 
countries in Imposing heavy, even drastic, taxation. They proceeded to im- 
pose such taxation upon everybody, but more particularly upon the wealthier 
classes. ‘The result. has been that, for some years past, Great Britain has 
been steadily reducing its war debt, and in ‘the last British budget it was 
possible;-owing—te -drastieeuts—in- ‘national -expentitures- and~as~a-—result-of 
naval disarmament to a marked extent, to announce a beginning in reduction 
of taxation. In the United States, too, there has been a reduction in ‘the 
national debt since the close of the war, oo 

In Canada, on the other hand, the ‘enormous. debt created by the war, 
instead of being reduced in the years since the Armistice, has. gone on stead- 
ily increasing. ‘This has been due to the fact that-the national revenues have 
failed to meet the extraordinary charges for interest on the debt, pensions, 
re-establishment of soldiers, and the heavy deficits on the national railways. 
Tire time had come when a halt had to be jcalled to further increases in the 
debt unless, jt was to become a monster” which would finally bring the Do- 
minion to bankruptcy. Reduction in “expenditures had ‘to be. insisted upon, 
and heavier taxation had to be imposed, but imposed in such a way as not to 
seriously interfere with business and the development of.the country. 

Hoy. W. S. Fielding in his first budget since again assuming the office of 
finance minister appears to have taken a leaf out of the books of British 
ministers. Reductions in expenditure in ‘many departments of government 
weré notd in the Estimates, and even these were further reduced” in the 
‘Commons, notably in the militia and naval departments. The budget now 
announces the imposition of increased taxation. There are certain reduc- 
tions in Customs duties, principally.by way of increases in the British prefer- 
ential tariff, and there is a removal of a number of restrictions to trade which 
should prove beneficial all round, but from a revenue standpoint these reduc 
tions are more than offset by incréAsed taxation in'other ways. 

{t is in' the form of raising this additional revenue that ‘Mr. Fielding is 
following the example of British ministers. The much needed new revenue 
is to come from heavier taxation on luxuries, and upon transactions carried 
through by men and corporations of larger means‘and wealth. There are 
increased taxes: imposed on liquors, both intoxicating and known as soft 
drinks, on thé higher priced cigars and cigarettes, on automobiles, on bank 
eheques, telegrams and cablegrams, on the note circulation of banks, and! 
through an increased sales tax. In-other words, those people in the z 


ion who are best able to pay are to be required to do so. 

Of course, there will be criticism from’ all. these quarters, and already 
associations representing this and that particular interest are demanding re- 
consideration by the Government of this and that tax. It must be recogniz- 
ed, however, that. the Federal Government must obtain larger revenues. 
Canada-dare not: go on adding additional millions to the national debt every 
year. ‘To do 80 would be to commit national suicide, because it would not be 
long before an ever-mounting debt would eat up the entire revenue in interest 
charges alone. ax 

That being the case, it follows that those who ean afford to indulge in 
luxuries, or who are in a position to issue large cheques where the avérage 
man issues only small ones or none at all, should be @alled upon to pay. It 
is the system which has helped Great Britain through the hard years follow- 
ding the war.

Discover New Uses 


: For Ultra-Violet Rays 


Method Found of Analyzing~ a 
Paper and Linen 

Remarkable new uses are being 
found for the ultra-violet ‘rays which 
have already been employed for rip- 
ening fruit, increasing plant growth, 
and for steriHzing milk and drinking 
water. 

The rays are invisible, but they pos- 
sess the power of making certain sub- 
stances glow,in the dark. At a re- 
cent demonstration in London a pow: 
erful beam of ultra-violet 


rays ‘was 


} thrown in a darkened room upon the 


audience, who discovered that their 
teeth glowed with.a blue fluorescent 
light—false teeth showed as black— 
and the finger nails and eyes glowed 
as well. 

Many new properties of the rays 
are being studied: In one case a 
method has been discovered of pro- 
ducing syntheic formalin and sugar 
by their action on. water and carbonic 
acid, while an entirely new method of 
analyzing rare drugs, and more _par- 
ticularly different samples of paper 
and linen, consists of photographing 
the fluorescent light set up in the 
various substances under the
